Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Fifth  Digest  of 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Inspectors 
of  Nuisances  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Worcester, 
which  refers  to  the  year  1893. 

2.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  the  general  plan  of  the 
Report  is  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

3.  38  Annual  Reports  were  received  from  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  (12  for  Urban  and  26  for  Rural  Districts) 
and  29  (8  Urban  and  21  Rural)  from  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances. 

4.  12  Sanitary  Authorities,  as  compared  with  1 1  in 
1 892,  do  not  publish  the  Annual  Reports  of  their  Medical 
Officers :  viz. —

5.  I  hope  you  will  therefore  make  an  appeal  to  these 
Authorities  to  issue  their  Reports  in  pamphlet  form. 

6.  The  Bromsgrove  Town  Urban  Report  is  I  conclude 
published  in  the  local  papers,  as  it  was  received  in  such  type. 

7.  Malvern  Link  and  Stourport  Authorities  published  the 
Reports  in  1892,  but  did  not  do  so  last  year. 

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

8.  By  your  direction,  the  “  List  of  the  Urban  and  Rural 

“  Sanitary  Districts  of  Worcestershire  .  .  .  shewing  the 

“Area,  Number  of  Inhabited  Houses  and  Population,  of  and 
“  within  each  such  District  and  its  constituent  Parishes,”  was 
issued  on  16  January  1894,  and  in  due  course  sent  to  each 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

9.  The  Area  and  Population  of  the  Administrative 
County,  as  given  in  the  “  Lists”  for  1881  and  1891,  are  set 
forth  in —

10.  T hese  figures  have  been  prepared  in  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  Office  with  extreme  care,  and  are  vouched  as  absolutely 
correct  so  I  propose  basing  my  Vital  Statistics  upon  them.  Some 
discrepancies  will  be  found  between  these  returns  and  those 
supplied  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  (Table  A 
appended)  which  are  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
Staffordshire  and  Shropshire  Parishes  are  included  in  the 
Kidderminster  Rural  Sanitary  District. 

1 1 .  Fluctuations  of  the  population,  as  shown  in  the  Census 
returns  of  1881  and  1891,  are  referred  to  in  my  “Digest” 
for  1892. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1 2.  The  Vital  Statistics  for  1893  are  much  more  complete 

than 
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Area  and  Population. 

than  in  any  previous  year  ;  and,  had  Dr.  Sandford  separated 
those  of  the  Worcestershire  Parishes  in  the  Bromyard  and 
Ledbury  Rural  Sanitary  Districts,  as  several  other  Medical 
Officers  have  done,  complete  returns  for  the  County  would 
have  been  available. 

1 3.  Under  such  circumstances  I  am  obliged  to  exclude  the 
Vital  Statistics  of  those  Districts  from  my  calculations.  When 
the  Local  Government  Act  1894  comes  into  operation  there 
will  be  no  possibility  of  any  recurrence  of  this  undesirable 
state  of  things. 

14.  I  commenced  to  issue  Vital  Statistics/^r  the  County  as 
a  whole  in  1892,  and  I  propose  to  continue  them  on  the 
present  occasion. 

15.  Table  II.  compares  the  Birth-Rates  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  during  the 
years  1892-3.

1 6.  The  number  of  births  registered  and  the  rates  for  1893 
are  much  the  same  as  1892  and  differ  but  little  from  those  of 
England  and  Wales. 

17.  In  the  Urban  Districts  (see  Diagram  and  Table  A)  the 
Birth-Rate  varied  from  15-3  in  Great  Malvern  to  40-4  in 
Oldbury  ;  this  state  of  things  continues  from  year  to  year, 
the  former  being  a  residential  locality  and  the  latter  a 
manufacturing  centre. 

18.  In  the  Rural  Districts  the  birth-rates  varied  from  207 1 
in  Worcester  to  477  in  Winchcombe;  this  too  is  similar  to 
1892.

20.  It  will  be  seen  that  last  year’s  death-rates  compare 
favourably  with  those  of  1892,  and  are  lower  than  the  cor¬ 
responding  ones  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rates  of 
the  individual  districts  are  set  forth  in  the  annexed  Diagram 
and  also  in  Table  A,  from  which  it  is  seen  that  death-rates 
exceeding  that  of  England  and  Wales  (19-2)  were  registered 
in  the  following  districts.

21.  In  connection  with  the  death-rate  in  the  Bromsgrove 
Country  Urban  District  Dr.  Kidd,  says  “in  an  entire  absence 
“of  epidemics”  “it  is  indirectly  due  to  depression  of  trade 
“and  consequent  privation  and  anxiety.” 

22.  Of  the  Bromsgrove  Town  Urban  death-rate  (20-1)

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Dr.  Kidd  says,  “It  will  be  seen  that  the  death-rate  is  just 
“  above  the  average,  but  it  is  a  high  average  for  a  Country 
“  Town.  The  same  curious  feature  as  was  noticed  in  the 
“  (Bromsgrove)  Country  District  in  regard  to  the  ages  at 
“  which  death  occurred  is  apparent  in  the  Town  returns — 
“  the  proportion  of  deaths  of  old  people  is  much  smaller  than 
“  usual.”  There  was  a  severe  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough 
(16  deaths).  In  relation  to  this  high  death-rate,  excessive 
Infantile  Mortality  (182)  is  recorded. 


23.  Of  the  Droitwich  Urban  death-rate  (21 ‘8)  Dr. 
Roden  remarks  that  when  corrected  by  excluding  deaths 
among  persons  not  belonging  to  the  Borough  it  is  reduced  to 
1 7 "6.  “The  higher  mortality  is  attributed  partly  to  the 
“  appearance  of  epidemic  diseases  as  Scarlet  Fever  (36  cases 
“  2  deaths),  Diphtheria  (6  cases  1  death),  and  Influenza,  and 
“  partly  to  depression  in  the  Salt  trade,  many  people  finding 
“  great  difficulty  in  getting  employment  and  means  of  liveli- 
“  hood.” 


24.  The  death-rate  of  the  Oldbury  District  (22-8)  is 
lower  than  those  of  the  two  preceding  years  (24*6  and  23-5). 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  Oldbury  is -a 
Manufacturing  Town  of  which  Dr.  Cunningham  says,  “-much 
“  has  been  done  by  (the)  Authority  during  the  past  year  in 
“  the  furtherance  of  all  Sanitary  matters  affeCting  the  health  of 
“  the  Township,  in  faCt  more  than  has  ever  been  done  before 
“  in  any  one  year.” 


25.  Mr.  Webster  reports  the  high  death-rate  of  the 
Bewdley  Division  of  Kidderminster  (22-6)  to  have  been 
caused  by  deaths  from  accidents,  and  Infantile  Diseases  which 
latter  group  shows  a  rate  of  232. 


26.  The  Newent  District  is  small,  and  has  a  fluctuating 
mortality.

28.  The  Zymotic  Rates  ranged  from  -3  in  Bewdley  and 
Great  Malvern  to  4*0  in  Bromsgrove  Town.  Those  of 
Bromsgrove  Town  (4*0)  and  Oldbury  (3-1)  exceeded  that  of 
England  and  Wales  ;  the  former  was  mainly  due  to  Measles 
(6  deaths),  and  Whooping  Cough  (16  deaths),  and  the  latter 
to  Measles  (27  deaths),  and  Diarrhoea  (20  deaths). 


RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

29.  The  Zymotic  Rate  ranged  from  o*o  in  Newent, 
Stow-on-the-Wold,  Stratford-on-Avon,  Winchcombe  and 
Worcester,  all  small  Districts,  to  4*2  in  the  Kidderminster 
Division  of  Kidderminster.  The  Rates  at  Cleobury  Mor¬ 
timer  (2-6),  Kidderminster  Division  of  Kidderminster  (4-2), 
and  Tenbury  (2-9),  exceeded  that  of  England  and  Wales

30.  The  Cleobury  Mortimer  Rate  included  1  death 
from  Scarlatina,  1  from  Diphtheria,  and  4  from  Diarrhoea, 
among  a  population  of  2,252.  The  excessive  rate  in  the 
Kidderminster  Division  of  Kidderminster  is  due  to  the  faCt 
that  the  Borough  Infectious  Hospital  is  in  this  District.  The 
Tenbury  Rate  (2-9)  was  due  to  Scarlatina  (1  death), 
Diphtheria  (6  deaths),  Fever  (3  deaths),  and  Diarrhoea  (4 
deaths). 

31.  Tables  V.  and  VI.  shows  the  Rates  per  1,000  of  the 
“Seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases”  in  1892  and  1893,  and 
the  number  of  Cases  and  deaths  in  each  District  during  1893.

32.  The  complete  immunity  from  Smallpox  which  the 
County  experienced  in  1892,  did  not  continue  in  1893, 
inasmuch  as  192  cases  (158  Urban  and  34  Rural)  were 
notified,  and  3  deaths  (Urban)  registered. 

33.  It  became  epidemic  at  Oldbury  (138  cases,  3  deaths), 
as  a  Hospital  was  not  available  when  the  disease  first  appeared. 

34.  Dr.  Cunningham  makes  the  following  significant 
Return  as  to  the  influence  of  vaccination  in  Oldbury.

35.  The  fatal  vaccinated  case  was  one  of  very  mild 
Smallpox  complicated  with  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs,  from 
the  latter  of  which  the  patient  died  before  the  occurrence  of 
the  secondary  fever.  The  three  deaths  among  unvaccinated 
cases  were  children. 

36.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  the  Kidderminster 
Urban  (13  cases)  and  Stourbridge  Rural  Distri&s  (15  cases)' 
would  not  have  escaped  so  lightly  had  not  these  Authorities 
been  provided  with  the  necessary  means  for  Isolation. 

MEASLES. 

37.  This  disease  is  only  notified  in  the  Evesham,  Great 
Malvern,  and  Kidderminster  Urban  Distrifils,  and  therefore 
the  record  of  cases  is  most  incomplete.  Judging  by  the 
Death  Returns,  however,  it  seems  to  have  been  prevalent  in 
Bromsgrove  Town  (6  deaths),  Kidderminster  (4  deaths)  and 
Oldbury  (27  deaths)  Urban  Distri&s. 

38.  The  utility  of  notifying  Measles  was  apparent  at 
Evesham  during  the  year.  Dr.  Kidd  in  his  Report  on  the 
Bromsgrove  Town  Urban  District  states  that  he  is  convinced 
that  “  the  early  notification  of  Measles  would  enable  us  to 
check  the  spread  of  that  disease.”

39.  Table  VII.  shows  a  decided  increase  of  Scarlatina  in 
1 893,  as  compared  with  the  former  year,  and  Table  V.  points 
out  that  it  was  more  fatal. 


40.  It  was  prevalent  in  most  of  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts.  At  Evesham,  Kidderminster,  King’s  Norton  and 
Solihull  it  was  kept  in  check  by  the  local  Isolation  Hospitals, 
where  of  616  cases  notified  489  were  treated  in  the  local 
Institutions. 

41.  Dr.  Thursfield  states  that  Scarlatina  appeared  in  the 
Tenbury  District  during  the  hop-picking  season.

42.  Diphtheria  was  slightly  less  prevalent,  and  less  fatal 
(Table  V.)  last  year  than  in  1892. 

43.  The  chief  incidence  of  the  disease  was  in  Kidder¬ 
minster  Urban  (33  cases,  5  deaths)  and  the  Martley  (23  cases, 
4  deaths),  Stourbridge  (22  cases,  7  deaths)  and  Tenbury  (40 

‘cases,  6  deaths)  Rural,  Districts.

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44.  In  Kidderminster  Urban  District  there  was  “  a  fall— 
“  ing  off  of  the  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  during  the  year 

“ . In. certain  parts  of  the  Borough  there  has  been  a 

“  good  deal  of  Sore  Throat  of  a  Diphtheritic  type.” 

45.  In  the  Martley  Rural  Distrid  it  was  “  epidemic  ” 
“  in  three  neighbourhoods.”  Mr.  Hyde  says  until  last  year 
this  Distrid  has  suffered  but  little  and  he  has  found  “fermenting 
“  animal  refuse  and  a  damp  state  of  the  premises  to  be  the 
“  most  adive  causes  of  mortality,  but  during  the  past  epi- 
“  demic  this  has  not  always  been  the  case.” 

46.  No  explanation  of  the  outbreak  in  the  Stourbridge 
Rural  Distrid  is  given. 

47.  In  the  Tenbury  Distrid  “the  first  cases  were  of  a 
“  mild  type  and  only  came  to  light  during  Dr.  Thursfield’s  in- 
“  vestigation.”  The  disease  was  disseminated  through  these 
early  unrecognized  cases,  and  especially  by  children  attending 
school. 

48.  I  have  more  than  once  alluded  to  the  important 
part  these  cases  of  Sore-throat  play  in  causing  the  disease 
to  become  epidemic,  and  have  urged  the  expediency  of  clos¬ 
ing  schools  immediately,  diphtheria  obtains  a  footing  in  any 
locality.

49.  The  deaths  from  Fever  last  year  were  31  as  com¬ 
pared  with  26,  39,  34,  and  49  in  the  four  preceding  years — 
The  rate  of  mortality  (Table  V.)  was  slightly  higher  in  1893 
than  in  1892. 

50.  Of  the  66  cases  of  Fever  in  Urban  Distrids  last 
year,  37  (7  deaths)  occurred  in  Oldbury,  as  compared  with

49  in  1892  and  20  in  1891 — Dr.  Cunningham  reports  that 
“  the  causes  of  this  disease  are  being  speedily  removed,”  and 
he  hopes  “  to  see  better  results  from  ”  “  the  measures  taken 
this  year.” 

51.  As  to  the  79  cases,  and  5  deaths  in  the  Stourbridge 
Rural  District,  Mr.  Turner  reports  that  2  of  the  latter  oc¬ 
curred  at  Halesowen,  2  at  Hill,  and  1  at  Wollescote.  One  of  the 
Halesowen  cases  was  associated  with  polluted  water  since 
remedied,  and  in  the  second  case  as  well  as  that  at  Wollescote 
no  insanitary  condition  was  observed  by  Mr.  Turner. 

52.  33  cases  of  Fever  (2  deaths)  occurred  in  Long  Lane, 
which  as  my  Report  of  October  28th,  1893  points  out,  were 
caused  by  defective  drainage.  The  drainage  of  this  locality 
cannot  be  remodelled  until  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  sewerage 
Scheme  is  complete  :  but  in  the  meantime,  I  have,  as  instruct¬ 
ed,  recommended  the  Local  Authority  to  see  that  all  offensive 
gullies  are  trapped. 

53.  Mr.  Turner  makes  no  special  reference  to  the  other 
cases. 

DIARRHOEA. 

54.  The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  in  1893  was 
21 1  (89  Urban  and  122  Rural),  as  compared  with  81,  98, 
150  and  163  in  the  four  preceding  years  :  179  (80  Urban 
and  99  Rural)  were  among  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

55.  In  warm  dry  periods  the  fatality  of  infantile  diarrhoea 
usually  increases,  and  it  appears  that  the  summer  of  last  year 
formed  no  exception.

56.  The  total  number  of  children  in  the  Administrative 
County  who  died  in  1893,  before  attaining  the  age  of  1  year, 
was  1,274  (578  Urban  and  696  Rural),  as  compared  with 
1,300,  1,193,  1,365  and  1,778  in  the  four  preceding  years.

57.  The  rates  ranged  from  69  in  Malvern  Link  to  257 
in  Stourbridge.  The  Infantile  Mortalities  exceeded  150  in 
Bromsgrove  Country  ( 1 6 1 ),  Bromsgrove  Town  (182),  Old¬ 
bury  (217),  Redditch  (172),  Stourbridge  (257),  and  Stour- 
port  (192)  as  indeed  they  did  in  each  instance  in  1892. 
On  enquiry  as  to  the  rates  in  the  Urban  Distri&s  for  a  series 
of  years,  I  find  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  has  exceeded  150 
in  the  following  instances  : —

58.  The  causes  of  this  excessive  fatality  were  dealt  with 
in  my  last,  and  earlier  “  Digests,”  and  briefly,  were  improper 
feeding,  carelessness,  ignorance,  and  factory  influences. 

59.  The  question  of  such  high  mortalities,  and  how  they 
can  be  affected  by  local  influences,  both  moral  and  hygenic, 
are  deserving  of  special  attention  at  the  hands  of  the 
respective  Sanitary  Authorities. 

RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

60.  During  1893  the  Infantile  Mortality  ranged  from  30 
in  Winchcombe  to  232  in  the  Bewdley  Division  of  Kidder¬ 
minster,  and  exceeded  150  in  the  following  districts,  viz.,- 
Bewdley  Division  of  Kidderminster  (232),  Stourbridge  (158), 
and  Stratford-on-Avon  (181). 

61.  I  do  not  possess  the  average  rates  of  mortality  in 
each  of  these  districts  for  a  series  of  years,  but  I  believe 
last  year’s  returns  may  be  considered  accidental. 

PHTHISIS. 

URBAN  DISTRICTS. 

62.  The  Phthisis  Rates  varied  from  '6  in  Oldbury  to  1*9 
in  Bromsgrove  Country  and  Stourport.

63.  I  hese  rates  ranged  from  0  0  in  Cleobury  Mortimer, 
Stow-on-the-Wold,  Stratford-on-Avon,  and  Worcester  to  7  9 
in  Winchcombe. 

64.  Details  of  these  death  rates  are  given  in  Table  C. 
and  in  the  annexed  chart. 

RESPIRATORY  RATES. 

65.  The  Respiratory  Rates  were  high  in  Oldbury  (5*6), 
and  Stourbridge  (4'9). 

CANCER. 

66.  The  various  death-rates  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  Chart  and  in  Table  C. 

67.  1  continue  to  colleCt  all  the  information  I  can  as  to 
the  vague  etiology  of  this  disease. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  DISEASE. 

68.  In  my  “Digest”  for  1889,  I  directed  attention  to 
the  fact  that  10  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  County  had  not 
adopted  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  ACt,  and  it  affords 
me  considerable  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  at  the 
present  time  the  Tewkesbury  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  are 
the  only  Board  in  Administrative  Worcestershire  who  have 
failed  in  this  respeCt.  I  may  remind  you  that  on  several 
occasions  you  have  urged  the  Tewkesbury  Guardians  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  which  this  ACt  affords,  but  as 
the  sequel  shows,  your  advice  has  been  disregarded. 

69.  One  of  the  principal  duties  of  a  Sanitary  Authority 
is  to  make  strenuous  efforts  to  stamp  out  preventable  dis¬ 
eases  ;  and  unless  District  Sanitary  Officers  are  advised  of 
such  outbreaks,  on  their  earliest  appearance,  they  are  greatly 
handicapped.  This  is  evidently  appreciated  by  the  M.O.H. 
for  the  Tewkesbury  District,  who  continues  to  urge  his 
Board  to  adopt  the  ACl,  and  by  failing  to  do  so,  the 
Tewkesbury  Rural  Authority  are  certainly  not  doing  their 
utmost  to  proteCt  the  inhabitants  of  their  district  against 
inroads  of  such  disorders. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

70.  Inasmuch  as  I  have  on  several  previous  occasions 
referred  to  the  want  of  increased  hospital  accommodation 

throughout 
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Hospitals.  Disinfection. 


throughout  the  County,  and  lately  been  instructed  by  the 
County  Council,  under  Sect.  6  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  Act, 
1893,  to  report  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  Institutions  being 
established,  I  do  not  propose,  pending  the  completion  of  that 
report,  to  discuss  the  matter  in  detail.  The  delay  which  has 
arisen  in  carrying  out  these  instructions  has  been  occasioned 
by  a  change  in  the  area  of  several  districts,  contemplated 
under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894.  I  have  already 
conferred  with  many  Sanitary  Authorities  and  I  am  impressed 
with  the  thorough  manner  in  which  most  of  them  are  taking 
the  hospital  question  in  hand.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that 
generally  speaking  the  grouping  of  Sanitary  Districts  with 
the  view  of  providing  Joint  Isolation  Hospitals ,  which  1 
suggested  in  1890,  is  assuming  a  practical  shape,  and  that 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Isolation  Hospitals 
Act,  1893,  will  be  of  great  service  in  Worcestershire. 

71.  The  “Inquiry”  to  be  held  at  Bromsgrove  (under 
Sect.  5  of  this  Act)  on  the  17th  August,  will  I  believe  be  the 
first  of  the  kind. 

DISINFECTION. 

72.  There  are  still  few  efficient  disinfecting  apparatus  in 
the  County  ;  but  this  question  will  no  doubt  receive  due 
consideration  when  that  of  hospital  provision  is  dealt  with. 

73.  The  cost  hitherto  involved  in  acquiring  steam  dis¬ 
infectors  has  been  undoubtedly  an  obstacle  ;  but  now  that 
efficient  steam  apparatus  within  the  means  of  small  establish¬ 
ments  is  available,  such  difficulty  is  removed. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

74.  In  the  Bewdley  Urban  District,  Mr.  Webster  reports 
that  3  houses  were  closed  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  habit¬ 
ation,  and  several  new  ones  were  erected — He  adds  “  if  the 
“  Corporation  could  see  its  way  to  formulate  an  improvement 
“  scheme  whereby  many  of  the  dwellings  in  Sandy  Bank,  and 
“those  parts  of  Welsh  Gate  called  Winbrook,  and  The 
“  Hollow,  could  be  replaced  by  dwellings  more  suitable  to  the 
“modern  requirements  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
“  Classes  Ad.” 

75.  In  Bromsgrove  Country  District  many  cottages  with 
two  bedrooms,  are  overcrowded. 

76.  In 


Drainage. 
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76.  In  Bromsgrove  'Town  Urban  District  “some  of  the 
“  house  accommodation  in  courts  off  Worcester  Street,  High 
“  Street  and  Stourbridge  Street,  continues  very  bad.” 

77.  In  Evesham  Urban  Distribl ,  many  more  cottages 
at  low  rentals  are  required. 

78.  In  Stourbridge  Rural  Distribl ,  I  learn  that  the 
defective  houses  at  Halesowen  upon  which  I  reported,  are 
receiving  attention. 

79.  In  Upton-on-Severn  District  Mr.  Cowley  says  he 
has  “  only  given  one  certificate  this  year  of  condemnation 
“  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  A6t — Some  of 
“  those  (he)  gave  many  months  since  affect  houses  which  are 
“  still  inhabited  and  (he)  regrets  that  steps  are  not  taken  to 
“  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  important  ACt  more  striCl- 
“  ly.” — This  statement  is  worthy  of  special  attention. 

DRAINAGE. 

80.  This  subject  is  generally  dealt  with  in  the  Reports, 
and  in  the  following  Districts  sewerage  works  are  either 
desirable,  completed,  or  in  contemplation. 

81.  In  Bromsgrove  Country  Urban  Distribf,  Improve¬ 
ment  is  said  to  be  apparent  in  the  drainage  of  Catshill,  but  no 
sewerage  scheme  has  been  adopted. 

82.  In  Evesham  Urban  District  ^1,550  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  on  the  outfall  works,  and  further  expenditure  is  con¬ 
templated. 

83.  In  Malvern  Link  District,  attention  is  again  called 
to  two  ditches  at  Upper  Howsell.  Mr.  Baldwin  Lathom’s 
C.E.  report  as  to  how  the  drainage  is  to  be  dealt  with,  has 
been  presented  to  the  Board,  who  for  the  present  decline  to 
make  it  public. 

84.  In  Oldbury  Distribl ,  several  hundred  pounds  has 
been  spent  upon  the  sewerage  farm. 

85.  In  Stourport  Urban  Distribl  Mr.  Willcox  C.E., 
has  been  engaged  by  the  Board  to  advise  how  the  defective 
drainage  described  in  my  Report  of  July  29th,  1893  can  be 
effectively  dealt  with. 


86.  In 
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86*  In  Bromsgrove  Rural  District  L.G.B.  Inquiries  as 
to  the  compulsory  acquisition  of  land  for  sewerage  works  at 
Aston  Fields  (Stoke  Prior)  and  W  ebb  Heath  have  been  held, 
and  it  seems  probable  that  schemes  will  be  proceeded  with. 

87.  Drainage  defeats  at  Clent,  and  Blakedown  are  still 
undealt  with.  My  Report  on  Pedmore  dated  February  10th, 
1894  shows  that  a  system  of  sewers  is  urgently  needed. 

88.  In  Droitwich  Rural  District  Dr.  Swete  again  states 
that  Crowle,  Stoke  Works  (Sagebury  Terrace)  and  Upper 
Mitton  still  require  systematic  drainage. 

89.  In  Evesham  Rural  District  Mr.  Willcox  C.E., 
has  been  instructed  to  carry  out  works  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Hampton  Sewerage  Outfall. 

90.  In  The  Chaddesley  Corbett  Division  of  Kidder¬ 
minster  Rural  District  my  Report  of  February  10th,  1894 
shows  that  a  pipe  drain  through  the  village  is  required  to 
prevent  the  slop  water  coursing  down  the  roadsides,  as  it 
now  does.  The  Authority  however  informed  the  County 
Council  that  it  was  not  thought  expedient  to  take  any  aCtion 
in  the  matter. 

91.  In  King's  Norton  Rural  District  the  Village  of 
King’s  Norton  is  now  being  sewered. 

92.  In  Martley  Rural  District  a  scheme  is  before  the 
L.G.B.  for  dealing  with  the  defects  mentioned  in  my  Report 
of  July  29th,  1893. 

93.  In  Per  shore  Rural  District  a  comprehensive  scheme 
for  sewering  the  Town  of  Pershore  has  been  prepared  by 
Mr.  E.  B.  Marten  C.E. 

94.  In  Ships ton-on-S tour  Rural  District  Blockley  sewers, 
referred  to  in  my  Report  of  October  3rd,  1891  have  been 
improved  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £1,500. 

95.  In  Upton-on-Severn  Rural  District  with  reference  to 
my  Report  of  April  29th,  1893  Mr.  E.  D.  Marten  C.E.  has 
prepared  a  scheme  of  sewerage  for  Malvern  Wells. 

96.  In  West  Bromwich  Rural  District  drainage  defects 
at  Rood  End,  Farm  Road,  Causeway  Green,  Birch  Lane,  and 
Hagley  Road  Building  Estate,  (Warley)  are  mentioned  by 

Dr. 
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Dr.  Welch  who  adds  “that  the  public  interests  have  suffered 
“by  the  objections  which  have  been  raised  by  its  represen¬ 
tatives  to  all  suggestions  for  improving  the  sanitary 
“condition  of  the  Parish.” 

watp:r  supply. 

97.  In  Bewdley  Borough  Mr.  Webster  says  that  wells 
have  been  sunk  at  Wyre  Hill,  and  Welsh  Gate.  I  have 
recently  been  instructed  to  report  upon  the  sanitary  condition 
of  this  District. 

98.  In  the  Bromsgrove  Country  Urban  Distribl  Dr.  Kidd 
says  the  water  supply  of  Catshill  is  receiving  attention,  but 
no  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  East  Worcestershire 
Waterworks  Co.,  and  the  factor  of  the  heavy  mortality  is 
undoubtedly  the  water  supply. 

99.  Reference  is  made  to  this  in  my  Report  of  August 
29th,  1891. 

100.  In  the  Evesham  Urban  Distribl  owing  to  the 
drought,  the  water  supply  was  not  as  constant  as  usual,  so 
additional  sources  have  been  acquired. 

101.  In  Great  Malvern  Urban  District  the  supply  was 
insufficient  during  summer.  The  new  Waterworks  are  near 
completion. 

102.  In  Malvern  Link  Urban  District  Mr.  Baldwin 
Lathom,  C.E.,  has  prepared  a  Report  dealing  with  the  defec¬ 
tive  water  supply,  described  in  my  Report  of  April  29th, 
1893,  but  this  has  not  yet  been  made  public. 

103.  In  the  Alcester  Rural  Distribl  the  defeftive  water 
supply  of  Astwood  Bank,  so  long  under  consideration,  does 
not  seem  likely  to  be  dealt  with  owing  to  cost.  Waterworks 
are  advocated  for  the  neighbouring  village  of  Studley,  in 
Warwickshire,  by  Mr.  Jephcot  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  if  the  Alcester  Authority  decide  to  supply  both 
these  places  from  one  source,  the  present  difficulty  would 
probably  be  surmounted. 

104.  In  Bromsgrove  Rural  Distribl  the  defective  supply 
at  Stoke  Works  is  now  being  remedied  by  extending  the 
East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Co.’s  mains. 

105.  In  the  Evesham  Rural  Distribl  the  scheme  prepared 
by  Mr.  Willcox,  C.E.,  for  supplying  18  villages  with  water 

from 
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from  Broadway  at  a  cost  of  £  13,800  has  been  investigated  by 
the  Local  Government  Board,  and  a  preliminary  loan  of  ^300 
to  test  the  capacity  of  the  source  has  been  approved. 

106.  In  Kings  Norton  Rural  District  a  well  has  been 
sunk  at  Bartley  Green  at  a  cost  of  ^200,  and  the  East 
Worcestershire  Waterworks  mains  have  been  extended  to 
parts  of  Rubery. 

107.  In  Mart  ley  Rural  District  a  scheme  for  supplying 
Clifton-on-Teme,  the  necessity  for  which  is  pointed  out  in  my 
Report  of  July  29th,  1893,  is  being  prepared  with  the  view 
of  sending  it  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  approval. 

108.  In  Pershore  Rural  Districts  schemes  for  Wyre  and 
Bishampton,  prepared  by  Mr.  Willcox,  C.E.,  have  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  Another  for  the 
Town  of  Pershore  is  in  course  of  preparation  by  Mr.  E.  B. 
Marten,  C.E.,  pending  the  completion  of  which  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  allow  similar  questions  for  Bricklehampton,  Great 
Comberton  and  Little  Comberton,  to  remain  in  abeyance. 

109.  The  defective  supply  of  Grafton  Flyford  is  also  being 
improved  by  the  Local  Authority  causing  water  to  be 
stored  and  a  village  pump  ereCted. 

1 10.  Sir  Wm.  Throckmorton  has  undertaken  to  improve 
that  of  Throckmorton.  The  owners  of  Naunton  Beauchamp 
having  declined  to  deal  with  the  defective  supply,  further 
aCtion  will  probably  be  taken. 

hi.  In  Shipston-on-Stour  Rural  District,  the  want  of 
Waterworks  at  Blockley,  described  in  my  Report  of  October 
3rd,  1891,  has  been  met  by  the  completion  of  Mr.  Willcox’s 
scheme,  at  a  cost  of  £  1,600. 

1 1 2.  In  Penbury  Rural  District  Mr.  Wyatt,  C.E., 
presented  a  scheme  on  May  9th,  1894,  for  dealing  with  the 
defective  water  supply  of  Tenbury  alluded  to  in  my  Report 
of  August  30th,  1890,  and  experiments  are  now  being  made 
to  test  the  capacity  of  the  source. 

1 1 3.  In  Upton-on-Severn  Rural  District  Mr.  E.  D. 
Marten,  C.E.,  has  prepared  a  scheme  for  dealing  with  the 
defeCts  at  Malvern  Wells,  mentioned  in  my  Report  of  April 
29th,  1893. 

1 1 4.  In  W est  Bromwich  R  ural  District,  the  scanty  supply 
at  Bristnall  Fields  reported  by  me  on  January  17th,  1891, 
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remains,  and  under  the  present  administration  there  seems  no 
probability  of  its  improvement. 

RIVER  POLLUTION. 

1 15.  The  long  standing  pollution  of  the  Stour  (described 
at  length  in  my  report  of  May  nth,  1891,)  which  bounds 
a  portion  of  the  Stourbridge  Rural  Sanitary  Distribt  is  about 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  Main  Drainage 
Board,  laying  trunk  sewers  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £  1 10,000. 

1 16.  The  Kings  Aorton  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  have 
obtained  an  injunction  against  Messrs.  Baldwin,  Paper 
Makers,  Lifford,  with  regard  to  the  pollution  of  the  River 
Rea,  described  in  my  Report  of  August  30th,  1890.  This 
injunction  is  to  stand  over  for  twelve  months  to  enable  the 
Local  Authority  to  decide  whether  or  not  arrangements  can 
be  made  by  which  the  paper  refuse  may  be  treated  at  the 
King’s  Norton  Sewage  Works,  near  completion. 

1 1 7.  I  am  now  investigating  the  pollution  of  the  River 
Severn  and  hope  to  present  my  Report  before  very  long. 

1 18.  Complaints  having  been  received  from  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  as  to  the  pollution  of  Roway 
Brook,  by  the  Oldbury  Sewage  Works,  I  reported  thereon 
on  July  29th,  1893,  and  efforts  are  being  made  by  the 
Local  Authority,  by  which  it  is  hoped  the  nuisance  com¬ 
plained  of  will  be  abated. 

1 1 9.  The  foul  state  of  Broadwaters  Brook  which  bounds 
portions  of  the  Kidderminster  Urban  and  Rural  Districts 
described  in  my  Report  of  October  29th,  1892,  has  been 
remedied  by  cleansing  the  bed  of  the  stream. 

120.  The  great  nuisance  due  to  Halesowen  Brook 
remains.  The  present  state  of  things  is  unquestionably 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  those  persons  who  reside  in  its 
vicinity. 

12 1.  The  pollution  of  Oak  Lane  Brook,  Selly  Oak,  is 
about  to  be  dealt  by  the  King’s  Norton  Rural  Sanitary 
Authority  laying  an  “  intercepting  ”  sewer. 

BYELAWS. 

122.  The  Model  Byelaws  which  you  issued  have 
apparently  induced  some  Local  Authorities  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  establishing  such  Regulations. 

123.  The  Droitwich  Urban,  and  Alcester,  Evesham  and 

Pershore 
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%  Byelaws.  Hop-Pickers. 

Pershore  Rural  Sanitary  Authorities  have  already  taken  the 
matter  in  hand.  Those  at  Stourport  are  out  of  date. 

124.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  Rural  District 
Councils  come  into  operation  they  will  see  the  advisability 
of  framing  some  simple  Byelaws  suitable  to  the  requirements 
of  Country  places. 

HOP-PICKERS. 

125.  Dr.  Thursfield  again  associates  the  spread  of  disease 
with  immigration  of  Hop-pickers  to  the  Tenbury  District. 
In  my  opinion  therefore,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Local 
Authority  still  decline  to  put  in  force  Byelaws  regulating 
the  housing  of  such  persons.  The  Martley,  and  Upton-on- 
Severn  Rural  Sanitary  Authorities  have  abted  upon  your 
suggestion,  and  framed  such  Byelaws,  and  the  Pershore  Rural 
Sanitary  Authority  have  referred  the  question  to  a  Committee. 

REPORTS  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

126.  Reports  have  been  received  from  25  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  on  the  Forms  issued  by  my  direction.  The 
large  amount  of  work  carried  out  is  set  forth  in  Table  I). 
As  it  is  entirely  a  matter  of  courtesy  for  those  Officers  to 
send  in  such  Reports,  I  desire  to  tender  them  my  thanks 
for  the  cordial  manner  in  which  they  invariably  accept  my 
various  suggestions. 

127.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  Association  for  Worcester¬ 
shire,  of  which  Capt.  Sir  Douglas  Galton,  K.C-.B.,  F.R.S.,  &c., 
is  President,  and  Viscount  Cobham,  and  J.  W.  Willis-Bund, 
Esq.,  Vice-Presidents,  continues  to  hold  periodical  meetings  for 
the  discussion  of  various  subjects  of  interest  to  the  Members. 
I  hope  that  the  negotiations  now  being  made,  may  induce  the 
Inspectors  of  neighbouring  Districts  to  aid  in  the  formation 
of  an  Association  for  the  Midland  Counties. 

128.  In  conclusion  I  beg  again  to  tender  to  you  my  best 
thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  consideration  with  which  you 
invariably  receive  any  recommendations  I  make  to  you.

Dr.  Kidd  reports  the  high  Death-rate  of  19*6,  and,  in  an  entire 
absence  of  Epidemics,  considers  that  it  “  is  indirectly  due  to  the 
“  depression  of  trade  and  consequent  privation  and  anxiety  .  .  .  .” 

The  Infantile  Mortality  is  this  year  again  high  ( 1 6 1 ),  particularly 
at  Catshill  (154)  and  Bournheath  (363).  A  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
is  advocated. 

In  the  absence  of  better  cottages,  overcrowding  is  difficult  to 
deal  with. 

No  arrangement  with  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks 
Company  to  lay  on  water  to  Catshill  seems  possible.  As  Dr.  Kidd 
considers  that  “  one  of  the  factors  in  the  heavy  mortality  at  Catshill 
“  is  undoubtedly  the  impure  water  supply,”  it  is  regretable  that  the 
Board  do  not  see  their  way  to  act  upon  the  suggestion  made  in  his 
Annual  Report  for  1892  and  do  “the  work  themselves,  taking  the 
“water  from  the  Company  at  so  much  per  1,000  gallons.”

4  of  the  5  patients  attacked  by  Smallpox  were  removed  to  the  King’s 
Norton  Hospital,  but  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  again  recom¬ 
mends  the  acquirement  of  a  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  “  three 
“  Bromsgrove  Districts.”  Sidemoor  has  been  drained,  but  43  houses 
discharge  drainage  into  the  stream  ;  69  houses  have  been  repaired 
and  cleaned,  but  “  some  of  the  house  accommodation  in  Courts  off 
‘‘  Worcester  Street,  High  Street  and  Stourbridge  Street  continues 
“very  bad.”  I  reported  on  this  on  May  28th  1892.  The  unsatis¬ 
factory  scavenging,  mentioned  last  year,  has  been  altered.

Dr.  Roden  reports  a  high  Death-rate  (21  '8),  which  when 
corrected,  by  excluding  deaths  among  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
Borough,  is  reduced  to  1 7*6.  The  mortality  is  attributed  “  partly  to 
“  the  appearance  of  Epidemic  Diseases,  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
“  and  Influenza,  and  partly  to  depression  m  the  Salt  trade — many 
“  people  finding  great  difficulty  in  getting  employment  and  means  of 
“  livelihood.” 

The  provision  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  is  again  urged. 

No  allusion  is  made  this  year  to  question  of  Byelaws  ;  but  the 
Town  Clerk  wrote  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  on  March  5th 
1894,  ‘‘that  the  subject  of  remodelling  the  Byelaws  is  receiving 
“attention.”

Mr.  Corbet  associates  the  outbreaks  of  Scarlatina  and  Smallpox 
with  the  non-reporting  of  cases  in  the  locality,  and  anticipates  that 
Typhoid  Fever  (from  which  the  Borough  was  very  free)  will  soon  be 
completely  stamped  out.  Unfortunately  the  Isolation  Hospital  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  February,  but  an  iron  Pavilion  was  erected 
within  seven  days,  and  subsequently  a  second  was  added. 

Mr.  Corbet  still  (Jan.  2nd,  1894)  however  regards  the  Hospital 
as  “incomplete,”  as  there  are  “no  probationary  convalescent,  or 
“  discharging  wards,  and  (the)  present  accommodation  for  the  Staff 
“  is  most  inadequate.” 

Meteorological  observations  and  a  comprehensive  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  (Mr.  Cowderoy,  C.S.I.),  with  reference  to  work 
carried  out  under  his  supervision,  are  included. 

The  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Act  1875  is  evidently  well  ad¬ 
ministered.

“  acquisition  of  one  of  the  most  improved  steam  disinfectors,  the 
“  improvements  in  course  of  construction  on  the  Sewage  Farm,  and 
“  the  advance  of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  town  generally,  mark 
“your  efforts  with  commendable  zeal." 

The  Death-rate  (22*8),  although  high,  is  lower  than  in  either  of 
the  two  preceding  years.  The  excessive  Infantile  Mortality  reported 
upon  in  previous  years  still  continues  (2 1 7).  The  high  Zymotic 
Death-rate  (3-1)  was  caused  by  Measles.  Scarlatina  (131  cases)  of 
mild  form  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  defective  drainage 
at  Farm  Road,  Warley  (West  Bromwich  Rural  Sanitary  District),  is 
alluded  to,  and  recent  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  the 
Oldbury  Board  will  deal  with  the  Sewage.

Dr.  Eagar  states  that  the  health  and  general  Sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  town  are  very  satisfactory.  The  Infectious  Disease 
Notification  Act  was  adopted  on  April  30th,  1894. 

The  Death-rate  (i9'o)  was  calculated  upon  the  Census  Returns 
of  1  8qi. 

The  Surveyor  being  “  struck  with  the  large  number  of  un¬ 
occupied  houses  in  1891  .  .  .  felt  sure  there  had  been  a  great 

“  improvement  since.”  Accordingly  in  the  spring  of  this  year  (1894)  he 
ascertained  that  only  75  void  dwellings  then  existed,  as  compared  with 
223  in  1891,  and  30  houses  have  been  built  since  then.  Multiplying 
the  occupied  houses  by  471  (the  number  of  occupants  per  house  at 
the  last  Census)  the  present  population  would  be  10,200,  showing  an 
increase  of  814.  Assuming  these  figures  to  be  strictly  accurate,  the 
present  Death-rate  of  1891,  calculated  on  that  basis,  would  be  I7’6.

Mr.  Stanley  Robinson,  having  succeeded  the  late  Dr.  Cadogan- 
Masterman.  speaking  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  (192)  as  “disgraceful” 
for  a  town  like  Stourport,  attributes  it  to  “  improper  feeding,  dirt, 
“and  neglect,”  and  explains  that  although  no  doubt  it  is  associated 
to  a  certain  extent  with  the  insanitary  position  and  condition  of  the 
dwellings  of  the  poor,  it  is  largely  caused  by  the  employment  of 
female  labour  in  factories. 

Scarlatina  was  prevalent  from  July  to  December,  and  the  Local 
Authority  at  one  time  sent  some  of  the  patients  to  the  Kidderminster 
Hospital,  but  subsequently  decided  not  to  do  so  on  the  ground  of 
expense.  Such  action  is  regsetable. 

Mr.  Robinson  alludes  to,  and  agrees  with  the  recommendations 
made  in  my  Report  of  July  29th,  1893,  on  the  general  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  town.

Dr.  Hollinshead  points  out  that  exclusive  of  the  deaths  in 
Public  Institution,  among  those  not  belonging  to  the  district,  the 
Death-rate  equals  15-3,  and  refers  to  the  “enormous  saving  of  life 
since  the  establishment  of  your  Hospital.”  5  of  13  cases  of  Smallpox 
notified  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  outside  the  District. 

Scarlatina  was  very  prevalent  (264  cases),  and  no  less  than  243 
patients  were  treated  at  the  Hospital. 

Rednall  has  been  supplied  with  Water  from  the  East  Wor¬ 
cestershire  Waterworks  Co.,  and  a  well  has  been  sunk  at  Bartley 
Green,  and  apparently  with  success. 

The  pollution  of  the  River  Rea  is  still  extremely  bad :  an  action 
against  Messrs.  Baldwin  has  been  commenced  in  the  Birmingham 
County  Court,  and  an  injunction  obtained.

An  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  Long  Lane  (33  cases,  2  deaths), 
extending  over  a  period  of  eight  months,  was  due  to  defective  drain¬ 
age,  which  cannot  be  entirely  remedied  until  the  Upper  Stour 
Drainage  Scheme  is  completed.  Meanwhile,  trapping  of  t  ffensive 
street  gullies  is  requisite.  Mr.  Turner  considers  the  District,  as  a 
whole,  to  be  “  in  a  very  much  improved  Sanitary  condition.” 

Tap  water  was  laid  on  to  330  houses  during  the  year.  In 
Cradley,  of  1,000  houses,  900  have  tap  water,  and  at  The  Lye,  of 
1,300  dwellings,  1,250  are  similarly  supplied.
